F irst L ieutenant Wesley J. C. Wie­ 
mers, M. D. C., graduate of the medi­ 
cal university of Galveston, h is been 
cited by the French for bravery while 
under fire. 
He is a son of Rev. W. I). 
Wiemers of the Bencke Memorial Me­ 
thodist Episcopal church, and is a t­ 
tached to ambulance company No. 8, 
first division. 
And incidentally, this 
entire division has been cited for its 
work by the French. 
L ieutenant Wiemers was the first 
man in his company to be cited for 
bravery. 
W hat decoration he received 
was not mentioned in the letter 
The 
citation shows th a t Lieut. W iemers 
“ showed ex tra devotion to duty and 
coolness and bravery under a heavy 
bom bardm ent bv the enemy. 
He pre­ 
vented much suffering 
among 
our 
troops, and bv his fine exam ple aided 
the morale of the men under him. 
He 
was cited a fte r a rather heavy engage­ 
ment during the recent offensive by 
the French and Americans. The letter 
to his father was dated August 18, 
1918. 
A fter completing his studies at the 
" ^ 
medical university at Galveston and I SAYS LEM ON J U l L t 
serving an internship at the John Sealy 
hospital. 
Lieutenant Wiemers donned < 
the shoulder bars and uniform at Gal­ 
veston on A ugust *, 1917. 
Just on*1 i 
year a fte r this he was decorated for 
his work of alleviating suffering under j 
fire. 
He arrived in France on Decem­ 
ber 29, 1917. and, letters to his father 
show th a t most of his time has been 
spent in and around the front lines. 
He formerly resided at Richville, 
Mason county, and attended Southw est­ 
ern University two years before taking 
up the study of medicine. 
Telling of the work of the medical 
men in action the lieutenant said that 
in attending the wounded all thought 
of self is lost, arid it is not until after 
it is over th a t the clangers 
passed 
through in aiding the wounded come to 
mind. 
He said it was really a surprise 
when the first sergeant of his company 
congratulated him on being cited for 
bravery.
